SCAR A. SMITH retires Oct. 1 as 
asst. to the president of Southern 
Pacific Company and as president of 
Pacific. Electric. Railway Company. His 
headquarters are in Los Angeles. His 
successor will be George B. Hanson. 
Identified with transportation in 
Southern California since 1907, Smith 
became assistant to the president of 
Southern Pacific October 1, 1953, when 
Pacific Electric became a one hundred 
per cent railroad freight operation upon 
sale of its 51-year-old passenger service 
to Metropolitan Coach Lines. 


Smith’s rise to chief executive officer 
of SP in Southern California is in the 
classic tradition of steady advancement 
irom the bottom of the business ladder. 
Born on a Rock Falls, Illinois, farm, he 
came here as a youth and attended Los 
Angeles High School and Southern Cali- 
fornia Business College. He entered the 
railroad business in 1907 and a year 
later became a rate clerk with Pacific 
Electric. He advanced to traveling 
freight agent, assistant trafic manager, 
general passenger agent, passenger traflic 
manager, vice president and general 
manager and, in 1937, the company’s 
fifth president. 
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Smith was passenger traffic manager 
when Pacific Electric was one of the 
world’s largest commute services as well 
as foremost excursion attraction for vis- 
itors to Southern California, and he 
was president of the company during its 
busiest period for both freight and pas- 
senger traffic through World War II and 
Korea. 

He continues actively on the executive 
committee of Greater Los Angeles Chap- 
ter of the National Safety Council, which 
he helped to found; executive committee, 
Los Angeles Traffic Association; board 
of directors, Merchants and Manufac- 
turers Association; and Los Angeles 
Transportation Club, of which he was 
president in 1921. 

Hanson, who has been passenger traf- 
fic manager for SP’s Southern District, 
is nationally known as an exponent of 
modern methods in travel services, He 
instituted and developed SP’s Los An- 
geles Central Travel Service Agency 
with its unigue telephone sales plan, 
first on any U, S. railroad. He has led 
SP’s campaign there to popularize such 
trains as the Sunset Limited and Golden 
State transcontinental streamliners and 
the famous Daylights, Starlight and 
Lark between Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. In the Bay Area, where he 
obtained his early company experience, 
he still is remembered as the originator 
of the Suntan Special, since 1928 pop- 
ular week-end excursions to Santa Cruz 
beaches. 

Hanson started with SP as a junior 
clerk in the General Passenger Office 
in 1907. After holding various positions 
he was appointed chief of. solicitation 
in 1924, followed by city passenger 
agent, San Francisco. From 1926 to 1939 
he was district passenger agent in San 
Francisco and San Jose, and in 1939

was appointed general passenger agent, 
Southern District, with headquarters in 
Los Angeles. He became passenger traf- 
fic manager, Southern District, in 1946. 

He is a director of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce and the AI Year 
Club of Seuthern California and also 
contributes his leadership ability to a 
score of civic, cultural, youth and edu- 
cational organizations. 


New Appointments For 
J. H. Pruett, B. S. Quayle 


J. H. Pruett, Jr, was named to suc- 
ceed George P..Hanson (see above) as 
passenger trafic manager, Southern Dis- 
trict. His former position of gencral 
passenger agent, Northern District, has 
been filled by B. S. Quayle, formerly 
special assistant to Vice President 
Claude E, Peterson. 

Pruett, who had been at Portland 
since 1949, started with SP in 1927. In 
1943 he was appointed district passen- 
ger agent at Salinas to help handle 
military trafic on the Monterey Penin- 
sula and the following year became dis- 
trict passenger agent at Palo Alto. From 
1947 until 1949 he was special assistant 
to Vice President Peterson in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Quayle, who has heen in charge of 
passenger train service since 1949, 
started in 1926 as a clerk in the Execu- 
tive Dept. He transferred to the Pas- 
senger Department two years later and 
advanced throngh various positions in 
Oakland and San Francisco before he- 
coming special assistant.

VAN FOULDS, assistant general

father, the late John Evans Foulds, came 
to California from England about 1870 
and served in similar legal capacities 
with the Central Pacific railroad before 
and after its reorganization as the South- 
ern Pacific system. 

During his career, Foulds participated 
in many of Southern Pacific's outstand- 
ing cases before the courts and before 
State and Federal regulatory agencies. 

A graduate of the University of Cali- 
fornia and its Hastings College of Law, 
Foulds was appointed attorney for SP 
upon his admission to the Bar. He was 
named assistant general counsel in Janu- 
ary 1948 after serving a number of years 
as general attorney. He is a member of 
several law organizations, including the 
San Francisco Bar Association and the 
American Bar Association. 
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Family Group Insurance Benefits 
Thousands of §P Railroaders 


N October 15, 1953, Erwin D. Chris- 

man, yardman, Los Angeles Divi- 
sion, Calif., enrolled as a member of the 
group insurance plan for dependents 
being offered to all SP employes. He 
signed up under Class B, which covered 
his wife and three children. The pre- 
mium was $7.30 a month. By the end 
of April, 1954, all four members of his 
family had made irips to the hospital, 
and each visit to the hospital had re- 
quired surgery. 

The total bills have run high, and 
perhaps the only bright spot in the 
whole picture is the money paid toward 
the total cost through his group insur- 
ance plan. Thus far, Provident Life and 
Accident Insurance Company, which 
underwrites the plan, has paid a total 
of $1423.50 teward the cost of the four 
hospitalizations. 

Checks issued as a result of the hos- 
pital confinement ef Chrisman’s depend- 


’ ents are among the more than 8,000 


which have been issued to employes, 
doctors, and hospitals during the first 
ten months the plan has been in effect.

More than 18,000 SP employes already 
have enrolled their families in the plan. 


When an unexpected emergency 
arises, you can rest assured you won't 
have to meet all the bills yourself if 
you have the protection of this plan. 
For such protection for all eligible 
members of your family, the most you 
can pay in premiums is $7.30 a month 
covering your wife (or husband) and all 
unmarried children ages 14 days to 19 
years. This is roughly the monthly. cost 
of a package of cigarettes a day. 

H you have no eligible children the 
cost for your wife (or husband) only 
is $3.83 a month. If you have no wife 
(or husband), but have eligible chil- 
dren, the cost is $3.60 a month or about 
12c a day, 

How to Enroll 

If a new employe applies for the cov- 
erage during his first 60 days of em- 
vloyment no member of his family has 
to take a medical examination or ans- 
wer medical questions, and there are 
no- waiting periods after the effective 
date of the certificate. If employed more 
than 60 days before applying, he has to 
qualify his dependents for the coverage. 

If you missed enrolling during this 
60-day period you can still apply, and 
if your dependents qualify they will 
receive the same valuable protection 
offered all other members of the plan. 
Just see your supervisor who will help 
you with your application. He will also 
provide you with information showing 
what benefits are provided for your 
dependents. 

Premiums under the plan are paid by 
convenient payroll deduction, Deduc- 
tions are made from second period earn- 
ings and maintain the insurance in force 
for the following month. For example,

the deduction from earnings in the 
second period in September pays the 
insurance premium for the month of 
October. 

When you insure your family under 
the Southern Pacific Family Group Plan, 
you are receiving your insurance on a 
“wholesale” basis. The mass purchasing 
power of the great majority of SP em- 
ployes buying the same plan provides 
greater benefits at a lower cost than 
if you were to purchase the same bene- 
fits as an individual. Protecting your 
family under the Southern Pacific plan, 
which was “tailor-made” for the depend- 
ents of Southern Pacific employes, is a 
wise investment—a fact which has be- 
come graphically apparent to the many 
families who have received benefits.

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Announce Changes In 
Company Pension Plan 


FE FFECTIVE September 1, rules goy- 
erning the Company’s Pension Plan 
{not to be confused with the Railroad 
Retirement Act) were changed: 

1. The age at which an employe must 
retire in order to receive a Company 
pension was reduced from 70 to 65. How- 
ever, for those employes whe are now 
60 or over, a “sliding scale” has been 
provided.

2. A person who becomes permanently 
disabled will qualify for a Company pen- 
sion if he has 25 years of service or 
more. His allowance will not be reduced 
if he is under 65 years of age. 

3. Certain minor provisions have been 
liberalized. 


Copies of the new Rules and Regula- 
tion of the Pension Department will be 
distributed to heads of departments at 
an early date.

‘Whe Eugincertug Department 


From an address by E. E, MAYO, Chief Engineer 


S Chief Engineer I will endeavor to 

explain how the big job of main- 
taining thousands of miles of railroads 
—roadbeds, bridges, tunnels, and signal 
facilities, is accomplished. 

The Engineering and Maintenance of 
Way Department of the Pacific Lines 
is a part of the Operating Department. 
It reports to the General Manager on 
matters of maintenance and repair, and 
reports to the Vice President in charge 
of operations on valuation and on new 
construction. 


Numerous Functions 

This department has charge of the 
planning and design, construction, and 
repairs of all the fixed facilities on the 
Pacific Lines; that is, everything that 
is net on wheels. One exception is the 
pole and communication lines, some of 
which are owned by Western Union, 
while others arc taken care of by our 
Communications Department. 

In addition to the Pacific Lines, this 
department acts in a consulting capacity 
for our subsidiaries, the Northwestern 
Pacific, SD&AE and Pacific Electric. 

The first railroad in California, from 
Sacramento to Folsom, a distance of 
about 28 miles, was placed in operation 
in 1856. The engineer who constructed 
that line was Theodore Judah. He was 
also the engineer who laid out the route 
and was very instrumental in the build- 
ing of the line from Sacramento to 
Promontory, where it joined the Union 
Pacific, 
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There are a great many corporate 
properties in our Pacific Lines. Some of 
the major ones are the original Central 
Pacific and the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, Southern Pacific Railroad, the 
lines of the Arizona Eastern, and the 
various holdings of the El Paso and 
Southwestern Railroad, which was taken 
over in 1924. In all the facilities on each 
of these corporate properties, their 
ownerships have to be maintained sep- 
arately. Any change in the property, 
whether it involves land or buildings, 
requires accurate records. In addition, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
separated each of these corporate prop- 
erties into a large number of valuation 
sections, and the same rule applies to 
each of those. Such records are main- 
tained by our Valuation Department. 
This represents a vast amount of clerical 
work, 

Essential Position 

In the starting of these various cor- 
porate properties, which meant the 
building of some piece of railroad, there 
was always a Chief Engineer. In fact, 
many of the bylaws insist on a Chief 
Engineer, with the result that eleven of 
these corporate properties come under 
my jurisdiction. 

The backbone of our organization con- 
sists of employes such as track laborers, 
bridge and building carpenters, mechan- 
ics in our water and fuel supply de- 
partment, our signal maintainers and 
signal men, and various other repairmen 
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who constitute all our gangs. These 
people maintain the Pacific Lines in ter- 
ritories from 200 feet below sea level 
io mountain passes that reach an eleva- 
tion of 7,000 feet. They work in places 
where the rainfall is up near 100 inches 
@ year, and in the desert where, if there 
are three to four inches a year, it calls 
for a celebration. They also maintain 
the railroad where we have as much as 
600 inches of snowfall in a season, where 
temperatures drop as low as 50 degrees 
below zero, and where it is 110 degrees 
in the shade. These are the people who 
maintain this railroad. 


Supervisory Forces 

Our track laborers are supervised by 
section foremen. The section foreman, 
except in larger gangs and larger proj- 
ects which might be supervised by an 
extra gang foreman, handles all the work 
in maintaining tracks, right of way, 
right of way fences, drainage, ete. We 
have slightly less than 800 section fore- 
men on the Pacific Lines. 

‘The section foremen and extra gang 
foremen are under the supervision of our 
roadmasters. At the present time we have 
over 60 roadmasters on Pacific Lines. 
The roadmaster handles all maintenance 
and construction on his district, except 
the signals, bridges or buildings. In 
connection with those, however, he co- 
operates with other maintenance forces. 

Bridge and building gangs handle 
the construction, repairs and mainten- 
ance, buildings and tunnels, bridges and 
culverts. On Pacific Lines we have some 
130 miles of bridges, the longest of 
which is the crossing of the Great Sak. 
Lake, which is a 12-mile hallast deck 
trestle. There are about 40 miles of 
tunnels, some conerete-lined, others 
timber-lined, which require a great 
amount of replacements and repairs. 

Another group which has a big job 
to cover is our signal force. In the block 
signal territory our signal maintainers 
take care of all of the-automatic signals, 


grade crossing signals, interlocking 
plants and certain pole and wire lines. 
We have about 310 signal maintainers. 
The larger work of construction is 
usually handled by signal gangs, similar 
to our bridge and building gangs. They 
usually are fully equipped and live in 
outfit cars, and can move to wherever 
larger projects are located. These gangs 
installed our Centralized Traffic Control, 
which at the present time is about 517 
miles. 


Other maintenance organizations on a 
division handle construction and main- 
tenance of water and fuel supply facili- 
ties for locomotives, plumbing, electrical 
facilities, and maintain roadway ma- 
chines and automotive equipment, in- 
eluding repairs and maintenance of 
motor cars, Each of these report to a 
supervisor. There are supervisors of 
water and fuel service, of roadway ma- 
chines and automotive equipment. On 
each of the divisions, all of these super- 
visors report to division engineer, 


Broad Responsibilities 

On the Pacific Lines, the division en- 
ginecr is responsible, not only for the 
engineering, but also for the construction 
and the maintenance and repairs of all 
the facilities on his division. On many of 
the railroads in the United States, the 
division engineer is limited to engineer- 
ing problems, but it happens in our or- 
ganization he is responsible for practic- 
ally everything in the way of fixed facil- 
ities on the division. On each of the divi- 
sions he has an assistant division engi- 
neer. This assistant usually handles the 
engineering problems and engincering 
investigations. It may be new tracks, it 
may be an industry track, or it may be 
someone who wants to lease the right 
of way. This assistant usually has from 
20 to 30 technical engineers in his or- 
ganization, 

In fact, the organization of the En- 
gineering and Maintenance of Way De- 
partment on various divisions, is some- 
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what like the organization of the Seabee 
Division during World War II. They are 
equipped to take care of all the normal 
maintenance and construction on their 
divisions. In cases of emergency, they 
may require help from one of the other 
divisions, or from outside agencies. 

Division engineers report to the divi- 
sion superintendent, who in turn reports 
on maintenance matters to the general 
manager through our engineer of main- 
tenance of way and structures. Hf it 
happens to be some large construction 
job, he will report through the chief 
engineer to either the general manager 
or the vice president in charge of opera- 
tions. 

Budget is Required 


The engineer of maintenance of way 
and structures is responsible for making 
up the annual budget for all improve- 
ments, new and secondhand rail, bridge 
programs, bridge renewals, tunnels and 
other facilities. When the budget, which 
is submitted to the general manager, 
is approved, the engineer of main- 
tenance of way and structures divides 
it into the expenditures that will be 
made monthly, He also must make up all 
of the program for the laying of new 
rail, the distribution of the ties, the 
amount of material and money that is 
going into tunnel and bridge repairs 
or renewals. Usually an approximate 
estimate is made of these quantities so 
that it can be passed to the Stores De- 
partment and the Purchasing Depart- 
ment, so that they will have some gen- 
eral idea what their purchases will be 
for the coming year. In addition to those 
allowances, he also makes a review of 
the requests that come in from each 
of the divisions and others for work they 
recommend be done. 

The rest of the Engineering and Main- 
tenance of Way and Structures organiza- 
tion in the General Office follows a some- 
what similar plan to those on the divi- 
sions. 
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In addition to this construction and 
maintenance and repair, we have what 
might be classed as service departments 
and inspection departments. For ex- 
ample, we have the operation of rail 
detector cars. These cars are equipped 
so that by either sending a current 
through a portion of the rail between 
two brushes or by setting up a magnetic 
field around the rail we can pick out 
internal defects in the rail not visible 
to the eye. The rail detector cars work 
practically the entire year, make about 
10,000 miles = year, which is sufficient 
for testing our important branch lines, 
usually once a year; our main lines at 
least twice a year. 

Also under our engineer of mainten- 
ance of way and structures are the tie- 
treating plants. We have them in Eu- 
gene, West Oakland and Alamogordo. 
They handle all the treatment of cross 
ties, treatment of poles, piling and tim- 
ber. As we use over 1,000,000 cross ties 
a year, it becomes quite a job to season, 
treat and distribute them to the proper 
locations. 

An inspection that goes on contin- 
ually covers our bridges, tunnels and 
culverts. 


Other Duties 


We also have an organization that 
takes care of all the track scales and 
other scales on the System. These are 
all the scales one sees around the sta- 
tions, the small platform scales, and the 
large track scales. A scale car operates 
over the railroad to test the accuracy of 
all our track scales, as well as a number 
for various industries. 

At the present time there are about 
800 items of automotive equipment on 
the Pacific Lines, consisting of automo- 
biles, trucks, ctc., and there are over 
500 items of platform equipment which 
consist of all the lift trucks and burden 
carriers around our freight houses. 


A fire inspection group makes an an- 
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nual inspection of practically all of our 
facilities to check fire hazards and good 
“housekeeping. 

In our Valuation Department, we have 
8 group of land appraisers who, in 
connection with all property that is sold, 
prepare the records of original cost and 
by inspection and investigation of sales 
furnish the present market value. They 
furnish similar estimates for al] prop- 
erty that is purchased. In 1953, this small 
group made appraisals on various pieces 
of property that amounted to over 
$23,000,000. 

We are frequently asked: “What are 


the future prospects for a young man 
entering the Engineering and Mainten- 
ance of Way organization of the rail- 
road?” We think they are very good. If 
he has a technical education, or if he is 
acquiring one in a university that is 
qualified and will give a degree in one 
of the classes of engineering, we think 
he should enter our Engineering organi- 
zation. He would be joining a good 
team and we think one with a good bat- 
ting average. President D. J. Russell 
started in the Engineering Department 
and so did his predecessor, A. T. 
Mercier. 


The Motive Power Department 


From an address by 


B. M. BROWN 
General Superintendent Motive Power 


‘HE Motive Power Department is a 

part of the Operating Department 
and reports to the General Manager. 
Its purpose is to provide cquipment of 
all types and classes to meet the traffic 
requirements of the railroad. 

Our organization is widespread. It 
reaches practically every terminal of the 
railroad and must coordinate very 
closely with the employes of all depart- 
ments. 

The term “Motive Power” as applied 
to this department is not entirely de- 
scriptive of our functions. Motive Power 
generally refers to locomotives, but we 
also have to do with al? other types of 
equipment. Sometimes we are referred to 
as the “Mechanical Department.” In our 
agreements with employes we are called 
the “Motive Power and Car Depart- 
ment.” 

Our function is twofold principally. 
First: to design and procure equipment; 
second: to maintain it in ‘good operating 
condition after we get it. By “equip- 
ment” we mean locomotives, freight cars, 
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Passenger cars, work equipment, der- 
ricks, cranes, ditchers, and other rolling 
stock that operates on the rails. We also 
undertake maintenance of the ferry- 
boats. 

To maintain equipment we must have 
a very flexible organization, which is 
headed by the General Superintendent 
Motive Power, Next in command is the 
Assistant General Superintendent Mo- 
tive Power. Then we have on our staff 
people who travel out of our department 
headquarters in San Francisco and co- 
ordinate the work of various shops, 
roundhouses and terminals. Each has 
certain specialized work to look after, 
such) do: eee vena, CC condiboning, 
lubrication, etc. Office assistants are the 
Assistant’ to General Superintendent 
Motive Power and Office Manager with 
Chief .Clerks of various bureaus, We 
handle the Association of American Rail. 
roads’ billing for repairs to other rail- 
roads’ equipment that moves on our rail- 
road, since we have to repair that equip. 
ment when we find it is necessary. Under 
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established rules we bill the owner for 
work we do, and likewise they bill us. 
This is all cleared through the AAR Ac- 
counting Bureau, which is under our 
direction. 
Design Experts 

Our designing and engineering depart- 
ment, under direction of the Mechanical 
Engineer, is in direct charge of all 
equipment design and improvements, in- 
cluding our program for complete die- 
selization, Under the Mechanical Engi. 
neer’s supervision are the Engineer Car 
Design and Construction, in charge of 
passenger and freight car design; Engi- 
neer of Motive Power, in charge of loco- 
motive design, shop facilities, tools, ete.; 
Engineér of Tests, who has to do with 
testing and laboratory research and who 
sees that we get proper materials for our 
job. 

That is our staff at headquarters. 


Now we come to our field work. We 
have two Superintendents Motive Power 
one at Sacramento, and ene at Los 
Angeles. At those locations they have 
direct charge over the General Shops 
which are under supervision of a Shop 
Superintendent, In addition, the Super- 
intendents Motive Power have direction 
of all mechanical and repair operations 
in the field. The mechanical organiza- 
tion on the divisions comes under the 
Division Superintendent, who has a 
Master Mechanic to supervise division 
shops and terminals. 

Thus we have dual direction of our 
mechanical work—many of our instruc- 
Hons go out from headquarters to the 
Division Superintendents, others through 
the Superintendents Motive Power. 

Our major function, from a standpoint 
of number of employes involved, is main- 
tenance of equipment. Maintenance, 
which requires about 21 cents out of 
every dollar of revenue, involves several 
processes, well established through 
mechanical instructions and methods ar- 
rived at through years of experience. 
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Our department is responsible for 
maintenance and repairs to locomotives 
and cars. To accomplish this we operate 
roundhouses, back shops, car repair 
shops, and other facilities, Our general 
shops at Sacramento and Los Angeles 
carry on heavy repair work on lecomo- 
tives and cars which normally is too 
heavy or extensive to be handled at 
smaller division installations. On loco- 
motives this heavy work is generally 
termed “classified repairs,” according to 
definite levels of repair work involved. 
We also have “running repairs,” both 
light and heavy, normally performed in 
division terminals and shops, which in- 
volye lesser amounts of work, and in ad- 
dition we have “unclassified repairs” 
which cover a wide range of different 
kinds of work not readily coming within 
the scope of classified repairs, A similar 
repair classification is in effect for pas- 
senger cars. Freight car repairs are clas- 
sified inte running, light, and heavy 
repairs. 

Engine Abodes 

We have roundhouses, or engine 
houses, and back shops at all major 
terminals and division points for the 
maintenance and running repair of loco- 
motives. At roundhouses we make light 
repairs to locomotives and do running 
maintenance and inspections. The back 
shops, which are the division shops, usu- 
ally handle heavy running repairs, un- 
classified repairs and, at times, classified 
repairs as an adjunct to the roundhouse 
operation. Two of our most modern 
diesel engine houses are located at Rose- 
ville and Los Angeles. 

Passenger car maintenance and light 
repairs are usually handled at terminals, 
however heavy repair work and moderni- 
zation are performed in our general 
shops. 

First step in maintenance is inspec- 
tion. Unless the equipment is inspected 
to find defects, we cannot repair them, 
and so we have our inspection forces in 
all principal terminals. Our mechanical 
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standards are set by mechanical circu- 
lars issued from our headquarters, to- 
gether with regulations of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, In the latter 
case our principal intercst is in the re- 
quirements of the Bureau of Locomotive 
Inspection and the Bureau of Safety. In 
the case of diesels and other special 
appliances on equipment, we have the 
builder's instructions or manufacturer's 
recommendations, which are a guide in 
maintaining this equipment. 


Freight Car Care 


Freight car maintenance is carried on 
according to rules established by the 
Association of American Railroads to 
govern interchange of equipment. 
Freight car repairs take about 23 cents 
out of each dollar spent for maintenance. 
We have facilities for heavy freight car 
repairs at our two general shops, how- 
ever we also have similar facilities at 
many terminals and division points. 
Running and light repairs to freight 
cars are carried on at a number of points 
on the line, generally on what is termed 
a “rip track” or “repair track” where 
defective cars, after being bad ordered 
and taken out of service, are given neces- 
sary repairs. These repair tracks are usu- 
ally situated adjacent to train yards and 
terminals so that cars under oad can be 
given repairs and returned to service 
with a minimum of switching delay. In 
addition, car inspectors are situated in 
all our train yards to check and inspect 
every car going through in a train to 
assure that it is in safe operating condi- 
tion. If a car is found requiring repairs 
it is tagged and switched -out of the 
train for necessary attention. Our people 
are also called upon to clean cars and 
condition them for loading. They are 
also responsible to see that shipments 
enroute are properly loaded and secured 
in accordance with approved standards. 


Our mechanical organization at the 
present time comprises approximately 
16,500 employes, of which 4,000 people 
are located in our general shops, the re- 
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mainder comprising our division mech- 
anical forces. 

Procedure for obtaining new equip- 
ment is a joint effort. After conferring 
with all departments it is decided what 
type of equipment, such as new freight 
ears, new passenger cars, or new diesel 
locomotives, is needed, and in what 
quantity. Then, after Executive ap- 
proval, the General Purchasing Agent 
asks us to prepare the specifications, 
drawings, etc., which they submit to the 
builders for bids. When the bids are re- 
ceived we have the details checked 
against the specifications to see that they 
are bidding on what we want, and assist 
the Purchasing Department in determin- 
ing that the prices are in line with what 
we require. Then we see that equipment 
is built accerding to specifications. Our 
inspectors are sent to the builder’s plants 
to follow the course of construction and 
to see that the equipment is meeting our 
requirements and prices quoted. 


Of particular interest is the progress 
we made in acquiring diesel locomotives. 
The diesel is relatively new. It was late 
1939 before a freight diesel of modern 
size was put out on test. Although it 
was not as big as those we have now, it 
was considered a big locomotive at the 
time. During the war period road diesels 
were not available, but as soon as the 
war was over we got busy on diesels be- 
cause we knew that the economies were 
available. After an exhaustive survey we 
uadertook a program of diesel acquisi- 
tion which has been practically continu- 
ous. As of August 1, 1954 we had 619 
diesel locomotives in service. Actually 
this represents 1100 units, most of them 
independent locomotives that can be op- 
erated separately, or coupled together. 

The subject of work we do in com- 
pany shops is of interest. A few years 
ago we launched on a program of stabil- 
izing employment to avoid serious fluc- 
tuation in shop forces. The common 
practice for some years prior was -peri- 
odic lay-offs, generally in the latter 
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months of the year to control expenses. 
This we have largely overcome by two 
methods, one heing the use of equaliza- 
tion in our accounts, which permits 
spreading our expenses over the 12 
months period rather than regulating 
forces for monthly fluctuations, and sec- 
ond, undertaking some work ourselves 
that we formerly had other people do 
for us. One of the major features in 
that respect is building equipment in 
our own shops. 


Box Car Building 


In 1950 we started at Sacramento a 
program of what we call rebuilding of 
683 box cars which were about 30 years 
old. This was in reality a general over- 
haul of the car. This work was com- 
pleted with due credit to the organiza- 
tion at Sacramento. Our executives be- 
came interested and decided that if we 
could do that good a job we might as 
well build some equipment entirely. 
Since 1950 we have had a continuous 
program going at Sacramento, and up 
to September 1, 1954 we have built 
9,744 freight cars of various types. 

Building equipment is not a new yen- 
ture with us, Los Angeles General Shops 
has built substantially all of our ca- 
booses. During steam locomotive days, 
we built a good many steam locomotives 
at Sacramento. In fact, the Southern 
Pacific from its origination has been a 
manufacturing railroad and set up to 
build its own equipment. In the early 
days, locomotives like the C. P. Hunting- 
ton had to be brought “around the 
Horn.” That was unsatisfactory, so it be- 
came necessary for the railroad to build 
its own egiupment. Sacramento Shops 
has always been a building and manu- 
facturing shop, and we still continue 
that way. Latest job completed there 
was on our Dome-Lounge ear, which has 
attracted very favorable industrywide 
comment. 


Recently the Los Angeles Shops mod- 
ernized a diesel locomotive that had run 
3% million miles, 
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During the early days of air condi- 
tioning we modernized and air condi- 
tioned a large number of existing pas- 
senger cars. In fact, a lot of air condi- 
tioning equipment has been designed by 
our engineers. 


At Sacramento we have three foun- 
dries. The Brass Foundry, where we 
make bronze castings for our locomo- 
tives, and also freight car bearings, in 
1953 cast 3800 tons of brass and bronze. 
The Cast Iron Foundry, where we make 
all kinds of locomotive and car castings 
that are made out of cast iron and brake 
shoes, in 1953 cast 7000 tons of cast- 
ings. The Wheel Foundry, for making 
cast iron car wheels, in 1953 cast 46,000 
wheels. During the war we cast a peak 
production of 91,000 wheels in a single 
year. We also make our own forgings 
at Sacramento, a large number of them 
for freight cars and, until recently, for 
steam locomotives. 


Abundant Equipment 


Perhaps you would be interested in 
knowing how much equipment we have 
in operation on our railroad. We have 
61,000 freight cars that we own and 
operate. If one is not on our railroad, a 
foreign line car is usually in its place. 
Generally, we have a few more cars on 
line than we own, under normal condi- 
tions. As mentioned previously, we own 
619 diesel locomotives, as well as 737 
steam locomotives, (not all working 
right now); about 1300 passenger cars 
of various types, and some 4200 miscel- 
laneous work cars that operate in the 
service of the Maintenance of Way De- 
partment for the housing of employes 
along the right of way, engaged in keep- 
ing up the property. 

The Motive Power Department, 
through our mechanical engineering and 
research staff, continually keeps in close 
touch with latest trends and develop- 
ments with a view to adopting improve- 
ments in equipment or methods as rap- 
idly as they are justified by service re- 
quirements or economies, 
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1500 Box Cars To Be 
Added To Our Fleet 


ACIHORIEY to add 1500 large size 
box cars to our growing fleet was 
given last month, the cars to be built 
in our own shops. 

The announcement came just as the 
first box cars on a previous order for 
1250 were starting to roll off our shop 
assembly line. Addition of these 2750 
cars now authorized or under construc- 
tion will raise to 25,400 the number of 
new box carts acquired by SP since the 
end of World War II, and will bring 
the total number of ail types of new 
freight cars to almost 43,000. 

Southern Pacific’s postwar expendi- 
tures for equipment purchases, includ- 
ing the latest authorization, have risen 
to more than 524 million dollars. 


Sullivan Retires; Schomp 
And McDowell Advance 


ETIREMENT of John J. Sullivan, 
manager of personnel since 1949 
was announced effective September 1. 
Kenneth K. Schomp, first assistant man- 
ager of personnel, will succeed him. Ed- 
gar McDowell, assistant manager of per- 
sonnel, advances to first assistant man- 
ager. 

Sullivan joined SP in 1904 as yard 
clerk on the Tucson Division and worked 
his way up through a number of super- 
visory positions before being appointed 
assistant to the general manager in San 
Francisco in 1939, He became assistant 
manager of personnel in 1939 and first 
assistant manager in 1941. 


Schomp, after joining SP in 1920 as 
brakeman on the Sacramento Division, 
advanced through several positions, serv- 
ing as trainmaster on the San Joaquin 
and Western Divisions and as assistant 
superintendent on the Portland and Los 
Angeles Divisions. In 1949 he was named 
assistant manager of personnel at San 
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Francisco and was promoted to first as- 
sistant manager in 1951. 

McDowell began his career with SP in 
1926 as station clerk on the Coast Divi- 
sion and after holding several secretarial 
positions was named chief clerk of per- 
sonnel department in 1944, He was ap- 
pointed assistant to the manager of 
personnel in 1945 and advanced to as- 
sistant manager in 1947, 


PFE Orders 200 New 
Mechanical “‘Reefers” 


ONSTRUCTION of another 200 me- 

chanically operated “super-giant” 
refrigerator cars has been started at 
Pacific Fruit Express Company shops in 
Roseville, putting on wheels a type of 
refrigeration equal to the finest com- 
mercial, automatic freezers. 

The new refrigerator cars will raise 
the PFE’s total of such cars to 337, and 
its total refrigerator fleet to about 39,000. 
The super-giant cars, longer than con- 
ventional ice refrigerated cars and with 
insulation 50 per cent thicker, are de- 
signed specifically to transport frozen 
foods. 

Each car has two independent com- 
pressor-evaporator refrigeration systems, 
jt was explained, powered by one Diesel- 
electric power plant in a compartment 
at one end of the car. Air chilled by this 
system is forced through ducts through: 
out the ceiling, down inside the hollow 
walls and back through a space pro- 
vided under the floor, thus creating a 
cold air envelope around the load but 
not touching it. Exterior heat is ex- 
cluded by ten and one-half inches of 
insulation in the roof of the car and 
seven inches of insulation in sides, ends 
and the floor. Defrosting by electric 
heaters is automatic every seven days. 

Work on the 200 new cars will com- 
mence about September I, so as to 
maintain activity at the Roseville shops 
in what ordinarily would be the shops’ 
slack season.

OUR CHICAGO FREIGHT AND 
PASSENGER BUSINESS-GETTERS 


HIS is the twenty-seventh and final article in a series presented by the “Bulle- 
tin” to acquaint our on-line readers with members of the far-flung Southern 
Pacific family whe work in our off-line agencies. 


HICAGO, industrial giant, conven- 

tion city, merchandising center, is 
the hub of a five-state area served by 
our Chicago Passenger General Agency, 
headed by General Agent C. E. Darkus, 
and our Freight General Agency, headed 
by General Agent J. J. Kane. 

Chicago has a history as fabulous as 
that of the great cities of antiquity. But 
Chicago cannot be compared—it can 
only be contrasted. Chicago is famous 
for many things: Brookfield Zoo, Uni- 
versity of Chicago, the Merchandise 
Mart, huge department stores, Grant 
Park, the 22 miles of beaches along the 
Jake. One who has been there cannot 
forget the sight of the fashionable 
women promenading on Madison Ave- 
nue ...-nor the sound of the enormous 
stockyurds with their thousands of bawl- 
ing cattle, bleating sheep and grunting 
hogs . ... nor can one forget the. excite- 
ment that hovers about the trains which 
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rush in and out of the city at the aver- 
age of 1,770 per day. 


The Passenger General Agency 


Chicago is served today by 20 trunk 
line railroads which operate nearly one 
half of the nation’s total railway mileage. 
Cultivation calls by the Passenger Gen- 
eral Agency are made on all these 20 
railroads having potential traffic. There 
are 219 travel agents in Chicago alone 
and 57 in the territory outside Chicago 
served by this office. There are 350 Na- 
tional Associations with national offices 
in Chicago holding national conventions 
annually within the United States that 
require cultivation and solicitation calls. 


The four major tour companies of the 
United States that originate tours that 
put thousands of passengers on SP are 
located in Chicago.

In addition to practically the whole 
state of Wisconsin, which covers 56,154 
square miles with a population of over 
3,400,000 at the last census, the Mil- 
waukee Sub-Agencies serve the entire 
Upper Peninsula of Michigan.

‘E have found a new place to hold 
world peace talks: Carl Pehrson’s 
garden! 

You sit on the green-slatted bench in 
his home-fashioned greenhouse amidst 
his prize winning tuberous begonias, 
fuchsias and ferns and you just can’t 
help feeling relaxed and oddly content 
with the world. Wherever your eye roves 
it is met with breathtaking beauty. Di- 
rectly overhead is an old oaken bucket 
from which, toppling in gorgeous pro- 
fusion, are bright yellow begonias large 
as cabbages. Lined along the wooden 
shelves are rows of vividly colored 
fuchsias and begonias.

Pehrson, 37 years with SP and now 
a locomotive engineer working out of 
San Francisco, has over 130 plants grow- 
ing here.

Carl points out a fish pool (with run- 
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ning water) near the entrance. Standing 
regally around the pool are various kinds 
of ferns. One fern stands over five feet 
high. 

Pehrson started growing begonias and 
fuchsias in 1951 and a year later during 
the Begonia Society national convention 
he received first prize for growing the 
best begonias in San Francisco. This 
year he again received the Blue Ribbon.

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“QUEEN MARY’’ GETS DOLLED UP 


HE “Queen Mary” is a proud mem- 
ber of Southern Pacific’s expanding 
fleet of fine diesel locomotives, not the 
temperamental and troublesome old girl 
she once was, thanks to a major re- 
building at Los Angeles General Shops. 
Officially known as SP 6017, the 
“Queen” is the oldest passenger unit in 
our diesel fleet, delivered as SF 1 in 
1938, assigned to the jointly-operated 
City of San Francisco. 

She ran 3,581,100 miles at the head of 
the Oakland-Chicago streamliner and 
other famed SP trains until late in 1953 
when LAGS forces started their 69 days’ 
work, 

Her two 12-cylinder 900 horsepower 
engines were the only pair of that model 
on the system, causing a parts procure- 
ment headache every time 6017 broke 
down, which was often during the last 
few years, when she was spare unit in 
the Golden State-Sunset Limited pool. 


From Ground Up 


The Shops stripped the long-nosed, 
porthole-windowed queen to her frame, 
cutting away sections of body supports 
and roof framing to allow for extensive 
differences in body design. 

The engine deck was redesigned, en- 
gine bed center sills reinforced and 
frame sections cut away and modified to 
carry the additional weight of two 1000- 
hp 12-cylinder engines, their accompany- 
ing main generators and a new steam 
generator for car healing. Frame sec- 
tions were changed to carry all pipes 
and conduits in the frame. 

The cab deck was revamped to allow 
installation of new brake equipment. 
Body sections were reinforced and tep 
of car body cut to accommodate stand- 
ard radiator hatches. 

The long, imperious nose disappeared 
when the cab was moved forward. Un- 
like the auto fender-like stampings com- 
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prising nose sections of the newer die- 
sels the queen was rebuilt to resemble, 
the new short nose on 6017 was formed 
and welded by hand, from templates and 
jigs made from profiles of the postwar 
diesels. 

The cab operating compartment was 
rearranged and fitted with new control 
system. Trucks and traction motors 


“ were modified to latest specifications. 


When the newly-painted “Queen 
Mary” rolled eastward at the head of the 
Golden State on her first post-shopping 
assignment the Shops office windows, 
stairways and fence tops facing the Los 
Angeles Division main line right of way 
were outlined with cheering workers. 


Workmanship Praised 

J. W. Corbett, vice president in 
charge of operations, cheered too, when 
he saw her, telling shopmen at a recent 
safety meeting: “I had an opportunity 
to go through the ‘Queen Mary’ at 
Taylor Yard. There were some who 
doubted it could be done here at Los 
Angeles, but it was done, and an out- 
standing job, too. The excellence of 
your workmanship in every respect can 
and should give you the very greatest 
personal satisfaction.” 

Rolling up an estimated 165,000 miles 
of trouble-free service since emerging 
from the Shops, 6017 is still the “Quecn 
Mary” to Southern Pacific railroaders, a 
title of affection and respect for the 
“newest” member of our diesel family.

RAILROAD MEN LIKE SPUDS! 


WE have no absolute proof that “all 
railroad men like potatoes.” But 
we're sure almost everyone will go for 
them done in these ways: 

Bacon Fries. Scrub, but do not pare, 
new potatoes. Slice thin and dry on 
paper towels while yeu cook a skillet of 
bacon. When bacon is brown, lift it out, 
and fry the spuds in that hot, fresh 
bacon fat. (Cover the skillet for a few 
minutes to let the potatoes steam, then 
uncover and let brown. Turn occasion-

Zippy Mashed Potatoes. Cook and 
mash potatoes as usual, beating until 
fluffy. Just before serving, add a gener- 
ous amount of finely chopped onion.

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SUPPER—HOLLYWOOD WAY 


With the coming of fall and winter, 
more and more suppers are going to be 
eaten in front of TV sets, with your 
favorite characters watching cvery bite 
you take. For an easy-to-eat tray supper, 
try this dish—popular right now in 
Hollywood. Here’s what you do: 

Hamburger Bundles. For cach 
serving, cut a 15-inch square of alumi- 
num foil. In center of each piece put a 
big oval cake of ground beef (14 to %& 
Jb.). In the top of it sink half a pared 
potate, cutside up. On this lay a slice 
of onion and one of tomato. Add some 
chopped green pepper, too, if you have 
it at hand, Season with salt and pepper. 

Wrap all this into bundle, double- 
folding edges together to keep the steam 
in. Put bundles on a cooky sheet. Bake 
in a 350° (moderate) oven for 14 
hours, To serve, set the bundles in big 
soup plates and open the tops. Have 
plenty of French bread to dunk in that 
rich meat juice. And there’s the meal!

Combine 1 quart cider vinegar, 4% cup 
course medium salt, and 1 cup sugar; 
heat to boiling, fill jars and seal. 

How many cucumbers? Well, it de- 
pends on the size, as Grandma would 
say. Try a dozen or so for a starter, 
Incidentally, these pickles are crisp, 
but pretty sour.
